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q Is an Odſeruation in Philoſophy, 
that maſlie bodies, hauca kind of 
trepidation before they ſctrle: for 
{olid things, as :ithey had ſorne- 
thing of reaſon in them, though 
they muſt by courſe et nature fixe 
at laſt;ver, as if ro ſhew the world 
that though they bee heauy, They are nor lumpiih, 
will rebeund againe ; or, as it they had a kinde of 
EleRion ro chooſe or miſlike rhetr place, bowles 
will wheele about ypon their byas,betere they come 
to the maſter which they are throwne ar: or.as ifir 
would auoyd the epinion of raſlineſſe, you ſhall ſee 
the needle of the Compaſſe play vp and downe be- 
force heconftamily poyicth himſeite vpon the poynt 
otreipet. Andthusſslid bodies, as if ſomethirg 
of weight or great conſequence depended vpon 
their {errling, reſoluc not without a kinde of mam. 
Az mcring 
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'mering': whereas light and lighter ſubſtances, like 
Birds or Butterflyes, fixe where they firlt pitch. 

And this is as true alſo in Politicks, where Propo- 
fitions which deeply concerne the State, are not [0 
haſtily concluded, as private men make their mar- 
kets. For great Counſellors will maturely and feri- 
ouſly diſcuſſe thel;kelihoogs, the hinderances, and 
eucry circumltance that makes for or againſt that 
which they have in deliberation. But eſpecially 
where the Counle!lors are themſelues partics, and 
dinided in opinion to 3 as they are in fntcrelt, 
and being ſcuerally great enough , in lkeli- 
hood to coimpaſle their owne ends, their owne 
vay : tizre commonly both Soneraigne and Sub- 
iect3, cater into counſel with themiclues art hame, 
before they ſet forward to the generall Aﬀembly a- 
broad. 

Andthus,thislong expected Parliament or dyet 
of Regenſpurgch or Ratiſbore, hath beene ſumwon'd 
and againe countermanded by the Emperour:and of 
the Princes, fome haue aſſcnted to meete,and others 
haue cxcuſed their perſonal! appearance, with reſo- 
Lition-onely to ſehd their Ambaſl:dors, as wee haue 
told you before in our former Newes. For, vpon 
theſ2 rermes almoſt fands the Emperour with his 
Pcinces of Germany: One of the former Emperours 
(whom for the honour of Maieſty, wee had rather 
you ſhouldread in their owne Stories then in ours) 
buying his Eleion, which hee could not otherwiſe 
get; was content torel-aſ: inany of the priuiledges, 
royalties and prerogatiues of the Romane Empe- 
rours, to the feverall Princes : and yet becauſe hee 
could not be an Emperor, vnleſſe he recejiued ſome 


tribure 
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tribute and homage, this much was reſerued to the 
Empire : 1. A certaine proportion of tribure or 
aide. 2+ Tha: they ſhould in a forraigne War affiſt 
kim with 20000, men,whereof to be 3842, horſe, 
and 16200. foot, to be leuied onely for the Guard 
of the Empire : And thirely, that they ſhould come 
to the Diets or Eleforall dates, there to confi] 4. 
bout the buſineſſe of the Empire, with ſome other 
duties and ſervices which they were to doe,nothing 
to our purpoſe to mention. Now, as for rhe tr1- 
bute which they pay,cerrainly it is nothing cowpa. 
rable to defray the charges of the houſhold : 
vpon which confideration they haue eucr fince cho- 
ſen a Prince who has other meanes, belides thoſe of 
the Empire, as the King of Bohemia, Hunzarie, &c. 
For the forces which they ſend to him, they are {o 
few, that all the world may perceiae,their purpoſe is 
not toarme him againſt themſelves, with rheir owne 
weapons :. And for their comming to his Diets, ve 
ſee by experience, that this Article ties rhem not ſo 
ſtrily,ro come themſelucs,but may appear by their 
Ambaſladors, to whom they haue giuen their pri- 
uate inſtructions. And if hey will beat leaſure to be 
there themſclues, they adventure not their perſons 
without ſtrong Guards: And thus the Dake cf Sax- * 
oxichimſclf:,though any man would think thatnow 
afcer his great {ervices for the Emperor,cuen againſt 
a Prince of the reformed relig1on, hee might patle 
ſafe cnough, yet neuerttelefle che Lerrers trom Y7- 
exna, Odab. 8.nclate, that after the Emperour had 
by his Ambaſſador ſignified ſo much ro the Elector 
of S4x9zy, that he had fent his Chancellor betore, 
by water, and he himfelfe would ſhortly alſo ler for- 
A 3 Ward , 
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ward : Whereupon as the Letters from Zipſich, 


(one of the Duke of Sax#nies owne Townes) 0dtob, 
16.report, That the D.was then at Dreſden,and that 
the Count Wolfe of Mansfields Leittenant (which 
Earledome lying in the vpper Saxony is an homager 
to the Duke) had martcht with a faire troope of 
horſe through Lipſich towards Dreſden, to conuoy 
the Ele@or.vnto the Dyct, and what number theſe 
horſes were, the Letters from Regenſpure it ſelfe 
0b. 11. ſpecific, mentioning ſeven or 800. horle. 
Now whether the late diſcontents betwene him,and 
the Duke of Bavaria, puts him to the charges of 
ſucha Guard, or it bee onely for pompe, ſtate, and 
honor: orthathe reoke to heart the hard dealing 
withithe Bokemian Miniſters, who/as Letters from 
Lipſich, 0#0b.19.mention) being driuen out of cheir 
Countrey came now to petition his Grace to be. 
friend them, or for any other more priuare reaſon: 
Va may p:radventure heare at rhe endot the Dyer. 
Neither doth his neighbour, the third remporall E- 
leQor, the Marqueile of Brandenburgh come alone, 
but with a ſtately craine of che Gentlemen of his 
large dominion+, wherein ic is knowne thar hee has 
more Acres, then belong vato the Empire in his 
Provinces of 4»fris, for; his ow1e Marquiſate of 
Brandenburg is counted 520, Miles in compaſle, 
wherein hee has 50. Cities, and 64. other walled 
Townes, beſides a part of Prus/i4 ( wich he had of 
the Knights ofthe Teutonicke order, and tor which - 
heis feudatorie ce the King of Poland) with Prignttz 
and the Dukedome of Croſſen, the Scigniories of 
Sternberg and Cotbws, the County of Rapin, and 
lately the three Dukedomes of Cleve, Gulicke, and 
ere, 
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Berge, of which Cleve and Gul;cke are each of them 
230. Milcs in circuit; and thus out of theſe large 
dominions does. this great Prince lead a ſtately 
pompe along with him, ſaythe Letters. And fo 
does alſo the Duke of Pomeren, with diuers others, 
both Spirituall and Tempcrall Princes. 
For as they write from Regenſþurg it ſelfe, 006. 
25. Thechree Spirituall EleQors, the Archbiſhops 
of Mextz., Culles, and Tryers, with the Dukes of 
Bavaria, and Newburgh, tit Landigranes of Heſſen, 
Darmfſtad:,with the Biſhops of Saltzburg and Witz- 
burg had already taken vp their lodgings. And alſo 
the Eleftor of Saxony kad fcnthis Harbinger to pro- 
vide him ftable-roome for 800. horſe, and was to 
come himſelfe within 14. daics. The ſame time 
alſo they expe the Emperour himſelfe, and by the 
Letters of Regexſpurg, and two others from Yiewna, 
we may judge that the Dyct was to begin about the 
Io. or 12. of their Nouember, Forſo goes one Let- 
ter from 7 iexxa, dated 006,19, that the Emperor 
was to ſet forward the next weeke 3 and by another 
Letter from thence 0465. 26.that be went away the 
day before, now account thoſe 15. daics of his pro- 
greſſe before hee came thither, and his arrivall will 
fall about the 16. or 12. 0f 05.direly, 


Now you may pleaſe toſce the Emperiall Gifts, 
which are alſo a very good ſuruey of the Countrey 
betwceneYiewnaand Regenſpure,, The Miles are 
to be cftcemed Germane Miles, whercof one may 
make 4. or 5.of ours. The 25. of 006. the Ems 
pcrour with his crew Emprefle, leauing the Arch- 
duke andthe Archeuichelle (ras Emperours con 

cen, 
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dren) bchind them, departed towards Regenſþure , 
and went the fir day from Yienra to Thulbing 3. 
Miles. The 2.day to Salodorff 2. miles. Thence 
to Saint Polten wherehe lies, 2. miles, The 3. day 
he dines at Loſſ4orff 2. miles, thence to Melk 1.mile. 
theyz.to Newmarce! 3. miles, thenc2to Ambſtetten 
2. miles, The 5. day after dinner to Seithenftetten 
nerewhich there 15 a Cloiſter and a Market towne to 
lodge thetraine oithe Court, The 6. to Styer 3. 
miles. The 7.to Crefbmunſter 3. miles. Thes. 
toMelſ;. miles. The 9.to Efferding 3, miles. The 
10. to Pojrbach 3. miles. The 11. hedines at Swhay- 
ding 2. miles, and ſuppes at Scharding 2.miles. The 
12.to FurſtenFebl 2. miles, thenceto Yilſhowven, 2. 
miles., The 13. to Ofterhoven 2. miles, thence to 
Plauling 2. miles. The 14. to Plaetling 2, miles. 
thence to Stranbing 2. miles. The 15.to Pfateren 
3- miles, thence to Regenſþurg 3. miles. 

And theſe are the expeQations of Regexſpurgh 
whither ifall theſe multitudes come, the towne and 
Covntrey thereabouts, thought it impeſlible to afs 
ford them viduals, by reaſon that theſe late Wars, 
had made all things extreame deare, . and their mine 
alſo had bcene of late ſo imbaſed,that the Countrey 
would nor bring in their provifion, vnlefle they 
were ſure to receiue fine ſilver moncyes for ir, for 
which the people of Bavarta, were almoſt ready to 
make commotion, {aid the Letters from their own 
Regenſpwro. And thus you ſee the perſonall pre- 
paration of theſe Princes,and we haue ſince peremp- 
corilie heard, by letters written from a Dutch Mer- 
chant reſident in Y:ennato his friends in London,that 
the Dyer goes yet on. 

Buc 
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But what the Propoſitions are like to be, no 
man, I thinke, will be ſo raſh as to gueſle ar, in 
particulars ; only in generall, the concluſion 
of the Peace of Germany is expeded ; and 
Bills for the making of many good Lawes ro 
be preferred,and thatthe Emperour will deſire 
that-his Lands-of Ems belonging vnto A«- 
firis, now pawned to Bawaria, and the Vp- 
per and Lower Zuſatis, yet inthe hands of 
the Duke of Saxonie (vntill both theſe Princes 
be re-imburſed their charges of the wars) may 
be reftored to his Crownes ; and that it will 
be vrged, That the Eleforſhip may be (erled 
vpon Bavaria, together with the Vpper Pala- 
And another conſiderable Propoſition there 
to be made, is about the Peace with the great - 
Twrke; for both the Ambaſladours of Per- 

fia and Turkey are yet at Yiewna (olliciti 
the one for Peace, and the other for Aide. 
for ſo they write from Yiewnathe nineteenth 
of 0Fober, That the Emperours anſwere to 
the Turkiſh Ambaſſadour was, That hee, if 
hee pleaſed, might returne homewards , and 
leaue a Chiauſe or Meſſenger behinde him, to 
receiue an Anſwere, after theend of the Dyer. 
So that there it is like to be concluded whe- 
ther the Peace ſhall be grantedat all, and what 

the Conditions ſhall be, 
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Now if any man ſhall hereafter heare,that . 
any thing is there concluded for the aduance- 
ment of the Komene Religion ; tharman may 
ow to know, that though there be but few 

emporall Princes of any great note, except 
the Duke of Bazaria, thatare Zowane Catho- 
likes; yettheſeinferiour Princes haue voices 
and votes, as well as the greater : Bur yet 
the torrent of ſuffrages comes from the Cler- 
gie , as Biſhops, Abbots-and Abbeſles, all. 
which come or {end to the Dyer, 

Addeto theſe the Burgeſles of thoſe Hans 
Townes, &c. Andif. wee may make iudge- 
ment of the number of. perſons which are . 
likely ro be in this Dyer, by-thoſe which were 
in. che Dyer ot Spyers, held by the Emperour, 
1579. wee ſhall findethem almoſt an hun- 
dred and foureſcore., and yet was one man - 
Deputie for diyers. Townes, or-perſons. So 
that we may ſee by this inequaltie of num- . 
ber, how things Sy 4% ouerſiyayed, if the - 
Catholikes pleaſe. Bur let vs a while leavethe 
:Haes of the Councels , till wee ſee anend of 
the Dyer. | 
May itpleaſe you next-thento turne backe. : 
an eye vnto Bethlem Gabor, of whom much 
hath beene expected, and little performed ; _ 
whoſe preparations, though they haue nor al- 
wayes anſwered .the repgres that went ot himz- , 
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yet wee belecue now, that wee hauing this 
weeke the Relations of Kegenſprrey whoic and 
entire, where by reaſon of the concourſe trom 
all parts, all the certaineſt Newesis ſtirring ; 
that theſe reports are tor the ſubſtance very 
certaine. Wee tould you in our laſt Newes 
Printed the fifth of O#ober, That Berhlem. 
Gaber had ſent an Ambaſladour to the Prince 
of Oranges Campe ; and from Conſtantinople 
(by the way of Yenrice ) they write the twen- 
tieth of 0Fober,and the eight and twentieth of 
Offober, T hat Bethlens Gabors Ambailidour 
had there arriued, to tender the Tiioute due 
tothe great Twrke, for the Principalitic of Se«- 
-wexbergen or Traxſiluania; And that the olde 
Count Thourne came allo with his Amballa- 
dour,to deſire aideagainſtthe Emperour.This 
aide euery man may gueſle, thatthe Turke will 
not yetgrant againſt the Emperour, ſo long as 
he ſues to him for Peace ; neither is he likely to 
deny it peremptorily, tilkhe heares the anſwer 
of the Imperiall Dyet, whether he ſhall haue 
- "ſucha Peace, as he well likes of, thathee may 
&, without feare on this (ide, turnethe whole 
ſhocke of warre vpon the Perſian, And-this 
vie is the Twrke likely ro make of this Am- 
baſlage. 
And as for Bethlem Gabor and Coynt 
Thourne, they might ſeeme to hauc ill eimed 
B 2 their 
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their requeſt ; vnlefſe they can withall,both ef- 
fetually aggrauate the Emperours delayes of 
renewing the peace with the.Grand Signior,and 
at once to make it appeare how by theiraids, 
and the diſcontents of the Proteſtant Princes, 
the Emperour may be taken vp athome, and 
bee. put to defend his owne, and ſo the Turke 
freed from any feare of inualton from Chri- 
Pendome. 

And. this vic alſo may the Emperialiſts 
make ofthis Ambaſlage ; That the Emperour 
may now deferre to conferre ſome Graces or 
Pardon, vpon thoſe, who are yer thereabouts 
vpin Armes againſt him, and may alſo per- 
ſwade wich the Princes, who deſire the peace 
of the Empire, to helpe to get it, by continu- 
ing orencreaſing their contributions both-of 
men and money: | 

And whetherit be-either for feare of him, 
or to ſhew that he is yer ar ſome charges; itis 
written from Breſlaw, the foure and twentieth 
of 0iober, That hee hath newly ſent foure 
thouſand Spaniards to be quartered in Breſlaw, 
and as many. more at Swaznit7 in Silefia, and 
thereabouts,to hinder any.ſuppliesthat ſhould 

come from Hungary or Tranſiluanis, and to 
keepe thoſe Townes from reuolting, vpon his 
er. Count Thournes comming. downe, that fo 
the Siege of G/ats be not diſturbed:to the con- 
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tination of which Story we now come, fol- 
lowingthe method of a Iournall, and telling 
chingsin the ſame order ot time, as wee heate 
char they were done. 

By letters from Breſiaw in Sileſia, dared 
ORob.13,the linperialiftsthus write: The ob- 
ſtinate Glarzers (meaning he reſolute defen- 
dantsin thetowne) will not as yet ſurrender 
vp the towne, although they be moſt furiouſly 
a{ſaulted by.vs, where are many blowes giuen 
and receiued, much bloud loſt, and a maſle of 
money conſumed. 

And againe from Breſlaw, Otob. 1 7. they 
write, that the Imperialifts, vpon the tenth 
and foureteenth dayes of Oftober, gaue ter- 
rible aſſavlrs to the towne ; they within-in 
the meane time ſuffering them to approach 
their wals, ſaluted them with all their Ord- 
nance mounted in thoſe Quarters z and pre- 
. ſently yponit ſet open their Ports, and then 
reſolutely ſallied out 1 000. ſtrong, horſe and 
foot; where they had the killing of 600. of 
the enemies, their owne lofle being not ſo 
well knownerathe Imperialiſts, for that they 
carried off. their {laine and hurt men into the 
rowne with them.. 

There was a Biſhop then inthe Emperours 
Campe who {capt narrowly,for a grazing can- 
non-(hor ſtoopt downe iuſt before him, as hee 
B 3 ſtood: 
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hong looking on, and encouraging the Impe- 
rialiſts. A 

Of which great viforie of the defendants, 
they write allo from Prague, Oftob. 20. Thar 
the former loſle ofthe Imperialiſts is not only 
confirmed, bur that it is moreouer written 
from the Campe,that they daily continue theic 
fallies with greatbrauerie, and doe the Belie- 
gers great diſturbance ; who though they en- 
trenched cloſe to the verie towne wals, and 
diſcharge as neere hand as they would deſire 
themſelues, . yet they perceiue not much good 
chat their bullets doe vpon thoſe in the towne, 
for that moſt of their corflets are musker 
 proofe. 

Thence they writealſothe ſame day ; That 
there had lately beene another parley between 
the young Count of Thoxrne, Gouernour of 
the rowne, and the Count of Torquats (whois 
as we take it, the Emperours Generall before 
the Towne) and Maximilian the Landtgraue 
of Lichtenſtein, Lord Deputie of Bohemua, in 
the hearing ofdiuers officers on borh fides.; 
The place of the Parley was a field without 
the rowne, which the cannon both »f the 
Campe,and the towne could command, which 
- madeit equall ro both parties, In which par- 
ley, after many conditions of pardon and re- 
ward offerec to the Befieged in the Emperors 
name ;: That che Commillioners received two 
__  anſyers 
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anſwers from the Count de Theurue; The fir 
conditionall, and to this purpoſe, Thatif his 
King could bee procured to diſcharge him of 
his Table oath, as hee was his ſubieR, and as 
he was his ſouldier,that then he would not on- 
ly ſurrender vp the towne and caftle, bur alſo 
quite forſake the quarrel!, croſle the hilts, and 
lay downearmes. 

The ſecond anſwer was ſouldierlike, our, . 
and full of reſolution ; I hat both he and his - 
Company doubted nothing ac all, bur that. 
they ſhould be hard enough tor the Emperia- 
lis at all times;& though they might perhaps 
with extreme loſie and. charges get their 
Towne, yet they had a Caftle to rerreate into, 
which they were reſolued to defend, and hight 
it out to the laſt man. 

Whereupon the treatie brake off, and both 
 fides returped-to their quarters, falling from 
words to blowes, for ſo the newes.gocs on 
from Breſaw, Otob. 24, that the laſt Sunday 
(which was ORob. 23.) thoſe within Glatz 
made a moſt reſolute and ſtrong fally,and skir- 
meiſhed three houres with the Imperialiſts, the . 
fight proued exceeding bloudie, and many - 
were {laine on-both (ides, and thirteene Cap- 
raines ofthe Imperialiſts amongſt the reſt ; for 
theſe of Glatz hauing lately built a Fort neere- . 
totheir caſtle, wherein they haue ſeuentic pec- 
ces mounted, they mightily all rhe fight rd. ; 
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beat in amongſt the thickeſt and formoſt of 
their enemies, with which they alſo greatly 
anoyed the whole Campe, as the Imperialifts 
alſo doe the towne with their Ordnance. 
Wherupon the Imperialiſts re-enforce their 
Companies with new ſupplies of men,and ſenr 
about cuerie where for ammunition: for fo 
doe the letters from Pragze, Otob. 27. relate, 
that the Landrgraue of Lichtenftein having be- 
fore, (about the 1 2. of Olober) ſent in poſt 
haſte to Prague for foure Rrong carriages to 
mount Ordnance vpon, which were to goe to 
the Campe, and to know withall what proui- 
ſion of Armes and ammunition they had in 
the Arſenals and ſtore-houſes of their Cirtie ; 


---- that the Beſtegers ſtill layingabout them, and 


raking amonglt chem with their Canon, and 
fil giuing them alarms,that about the 26.day, 
he had ſent in all haſte againe to Prague, for all 
che bullers both great and ſmall, and all the 
2un-powder and match whieh they could 
make or get; and thatthe Emperour. had gi- 
uen command toall- his forces in Bohemis, ta 
march towards Gl«tz, and encampe before it : 
So thatnow it Temes, that both the Imperia- 
liſts haue put downe their laſt take, and they 
within haue ſet vp their reſt, to winor loſe all ; 
and inthe meane time the Sword and Pike 
deales the cards, and the Canngnand Munsket 


layes the game. 
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And thus have we related what hath paſſed at G/atz, 
ynrtill the 27: of this 0 Feber, which laſt newes haue 
made prear haſte, to be with vs from fo farre off thus 
ſozne; ſome other circumſtances there be, worth the 
knowing, for which we referre you to our next relati- 
ons, preſently to be publithed. 

And now ſhould wee next come { according to our 
former methode of continuation ) to the buſinefſe of 
the Griſons, of whom becauſe we haue much to ſay, 
and many memorable things, which would make this 
Booke too great, and roo deare, wee therefore requeſt 
you to ſee it in our next Newes alfo, whither wee re- . 
ferre you. 

Next, wee will bring ycuto ſce the end of another 
moſt famous ficge, defended with as much valour as 
could beexpetted, andas long time, as Powder would 
ſuffer them, that 4 had not to ſpare ſomuch, as 
would prine a Piſtoll. | 

The ſiege of Manheim Caſtle I meane,, defended 
by the noble Generall Yeere; Into which Caſtle hee 
being retyred, after he had fired the Towne, and out 
of that Caſtle made the Towne too hot for the enemy 
that wou'd offer to ſhelter himſelfe within the walles, 
and had held our fo long that (as wee heare from 
Franckford, Ofob.zo.) Tillye himſiclfe hoping to get 
& vpon caſjer tearmes, anſwered them, that ſeeing they 
had heldit ont ſolong, they ſhould now continue;and 
yet afterwards forecaſting that though hee ſhould 
force the Caftle, that the entrance into it, would be 

hot ſeruice; reſolued to graunt them better con- 
ditions , to leaue the place, which they could not 
long keepe, nor hce get without great loſlc. But firſt

you may pleaſsto heare the extremities our' Countri. 
men were driven vngo, before the refolute Generall 
would giue it vp : Aonſier Tilly had ncuer aſſaulted 


> the Caſtle fince the Englilh tooke it, but wrought to 


cometo it by Mynes,wherein his Lm_ had graued 
themſelues cloſe to the very hard wall, and hid by 
their ſide-trenches drayned alway all the water, which 
at firſt hindred them : So thar then being ſo necre the 
Walles, the enemy purpoſed to giue an aſſault to the 
Fort; which the Generall found himſelfe no way able 
to indure; for although hec had ſome ſmall tore of 
Becfe and Bisker, and Mcale and VVine, yet he wanted 
both Mcn and Powder, for he bad is it but thirtecne 
Companies of Dutch, and ſome fixe or 500. of Enz- 
liſh, which, what Souldier knowes not, how few they 
are to reſiſt an Army? In which weakeneſle and 
wauts, the Generall well enough vnderſtanding, that 
though they ſhould looſe rhemſclues, they could not 
keepe the Fort, and knowing that dead men can doe 
their Country no ſeruice, but that wiſe men ſtill reſerue 
themſclues, that they mayhercafter ſerue their Prince, 
reſolued ro make the beſt of the worſt, and not to loſe 
ſomany mens liaes with obſtinacy, whom he mighe 
bring off with honour. And therefore vpon ſummons 
gizcn by the enemies Drumme, accepted of parley; In 
which theſe {ixe following Articles were after much 
devating, propounded and concluded,betweene Mow» 
feer Tilly, Generall of the forces of his Inaperiall Ma- 
zeſtie, and of his Highneſle rhe Duke of Banaria, on 
the one fide, and Sir Horatio Yeere,Generall of the for- 
ces of his Maicſtie of great Brita/ze within the Caſtle, 
an theother party; the Articles here follow. - —

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Firſt, that the Souldicrs ofthe Garriſon ſhould hae 
'Jeaue to depart with bagge and baggage, Colours fly- 
ing;Matches lighted, & with Bullets in their mouthes. 

Secondly, that they might rake with them two Fal- 
conets, or ſmall field-Picces,with all the Munition and 
Inſtruments belovging vnto them. This ( it ſcemes,) 
was art hrſtdenyed bur afterwards granted by Mozſi- 
ur Tilly, Pro reputatione, for honour to Sir Horatio 
yeere, Load he was a Generall. 

Thidly, that they mightcarry thence, thirty Food- 
dec or Tunne of Vine, and two hundred Maldersor 
Sackes of Meale, and Prouant for three daycs onely, 
which was to goe with them by Land, the reſt tobe 
tranſported by Water. 

Fourthly,that they might hane a Conoye of 1000. 
Horſe to Fraxckford and there to Ray fourteen daies: 
vntill ſach time as the Ezg//fh Ambaſſador , or his 
Commiſſioner can come to conueigh them downe- 
wards. All the D#tch companicsare to be caſhiered. 

Fiftly, all Goods and Moucables that haue becne 
brought into the Caſtle for ſafery,ſhall be free,and the 
owners to haue liberty, to tranſport themſelues and 
their goods, whitherſoever they pleaſe. 

Sixtly,all Miniſters and Church-men, are freely li- 
ccnſed, eyther ro tay there at Manheim, andcxccute 
_ Miniſtery,or to depart fafely,whitherfvever they 

leaſe. 

, And vpon theſe conditions, {then which his friends 
could fearcely hane deſired more honourable,and none 
here lookt for any fo good,) was the Caſtle ſurrendred 
to the enemy vpon Friday, the 25. of our 0ober,for 
which I dare fay, that all his frfends are moſt — 
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glad, for by this they are to inioy him, whom they e- 
fteeme farre more worth then the Caſtle , and are not 
ut of hope, but that hee may one day give the ſame 
= Ahn ſame place, which bee now accep- 
ted of. | 

And thus they goe Qntewards Franckferd, tor ſo 
was the condition. ; ſeeing that into Franckendate 
_ they might not goe, for that it was already bclieged, 

And no enemy will graunt leaue to thoſe that ren- 
der vp one place vpon compolition,to gae into ano- 
ther , which he hath already belcagred, for ſo hee 
ſhould make himſclfenew worke ,. and giue leaue to 
thoſe, whoſe liucs ke had ſpared,to: fight agaiuft him. 
And thus was it anſwered to thoſe of Heidleberg 
when-they vpon their yeelding ,.& fired ro-goe into 
Manheim ; That the Towne wa# already beficged. 
And thus comming to Franckford with fome 6. or 
700. Engl:(h, ſome ticke,and ſome ſound, they were 
quartered in the Towne, and-in the Dorces and VH- 
lages thereabouts z, whence. they- are ro come by 
Hamborrough., there to rake ſhipping for England, 
where he (hall be moſt heartily welcome. 

The names of the Captaines, Commaunders, and 
Ofticers of the. Armie, with-42me other Gentlemen. 
of note, which-came.out with him, you {hall ſee in 
our next newes {hortly-to be mprinted, whitlicr wee 
referre yon a'lo, for ſome' other particulars, which 
we are yec.to enquire off, As allo for ſome certain-- _ 
ties of the liege of Fravekengdalc., the laſt and one- 
ly ftrength in the. Pallatinate, 

And next by order of our former method, wee

- Cauſe wethef perceived no reaſon for it : namely, 


That the States had ſent to the Archbiſhop of Cul- 
kn, for a certaine ſumme of Rixe Dollars 50000. our 
of his Biſhopricke of Cullen, and as mich our of his 
Bithopricke of Zuyck or Leige, (as we remember) ro 
be paid monethly. Whereot wee now finde ſome 
likelihood z in the Letters from the Hage, 0dob. 21. 


' which ſay , That becauſe the Biſhop of Cullen had 


maintayned the Baron-of _1nhok in the Pallatinate ; 
that therefore the States now lent vnto him , for as 
much money as will pay ſo many Seuldiers. here, as 
he did there ;.which if he refuſed to ſend, they would 
come and fetch it, both with horſe and foote; And 
now if this relation be in all circumſtances true ; tis 
likely,that the States haue made Count CIlansfield a 


Letter of Atturney, to be their receiuer, which hee is 
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Bow gone vp aboue which alſo it ſcemes was well 
nowne about Schenkſcome , when bis Army lay 
there. For ſo go the letters from thence our 0ZF0b.21., 
That in caſe they of Aſwnſter doe raiſe ſuch a fumme 
of money, he is likely to take another place, to winter 
his Campe in. 
- And now 'pleaſe you to remember what wee laſt 
tolde you, how that ſome troupes of his horſe, were 
paſſed rhe Rhyne — at Schenckſconee,whence hee 
thap'c his courſe full North-Eaſt at firſt,and then tur- 
ned aſide more tothe Eaft andthe right-hand. 

But fi rſt they write from Schenkſconſe, our OcJo- 
ber 21. that the Jaft Friday , (which was our Saint 
Zukes day.and the 18.of the moneth ) that hee there 
had private conference with Count Henry of Naftow, 
ſome certaine houres, (who had alfo 30. Corners of 
horfe, when they ewo parted at this Schenkſconfe.) 
Hence on our 0#obey the 20.being Sunday, (as they 
write from Emmerick,)he todped 55. or 56. Cornets 
of horſe a leagne abone Rees, ( which is hard by 
Sckenckeſconſe,)and on the Munday,0Fober 21. Hee 
marcht forwards towards Weſiphalis. Theſe horſe 
for certaine (as they write from Sckenckſcoſe, our 
October,21)were partly wafted over the Riuer 1/acl, 
and partly pafſed ower the Rhine-bridge into Gelder - 
land. His footein the meane time, 02ober 19, rooke 
{ſhipping at Arnhew , downg the 1ae/ into the River 
of 1/ſell into which the Bae! runnes, and the 20. paſ- 
ſed by Doesburgh. T he 21. day they paſſed Zuipher 
by water, and landed beyond Dexenter, and are to 
meete with the horſe in the way towards Munfer, 


And from _1w/terdam, they write our 0Jober 28. 
That 
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That Count Marsfield, with certaine Officers, had 
beene in the Citie of Dewenter , his foote being there- 
abouts by water, and his horſe quartered in the vil- 
lages neere about alſo ; In this Gitie, ( as they wrote 
from Doesburg,0 #ob.39.)vpon the 23. of that mo- 
neth,he gat certaine pieces of Cannon, and made 
prouifton of Wagons and carriages, and the foot be- 
ing landed, were muſtered and payed , whence they 
marcht ouer land towards oltex, which was done a- 
bout the 26. of 00ber. Henee marching on with a 
powder,towards Mu»rſter,they had newes foure daies 
after backe againe at Doesburg,0 Hober 36, That he 
had found ſome quarrell or ather, againſt the Caſtle 
af Raesvelt,which he ſet on fire;and thar he had pilla- 
ped Snytlos and ather places thereabouts , which ir 

eemes did not quicke enough, bring in the contri- 
bution-mony which he went to demaund. And from 
Weſell allo they wrote, our 0Zeber, 29. that hee 
had gotten the Towne and Caftle of _1»halr, (which 
as wee take it gaue natne to the Baron of 4»h4/:,who 
hath beene this Biſhop of Hur/ters Generall all this 
Warres)andthat he had further taken in'D orfex,and 
ſomoned Bucholr, Which Bucholt, the letters 
from Doesburg,0tober 30. affirme, that he had alſo 
taken,and ranſomed, for 1200 R;xe dollers. Thence 
they marcht on towards W:ſſes and B/len,(belong- 
ing alfo to the Biſbopricke of M»»fer) but they 
found there but ſma)l ſtore of provilion, by reaſon 
that the Inhabitants hearing of his comming,had for 
the moſt part,fled with all that they could carry away 
with them : And by privateletters from Amſterdam, 
Nouemb.g. We vndcrſtand thathe hath alſo w_—_ 
OI 
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off,blockt vp Lingey , ſo that nothing can comein, 
nor out, This Lengen is towards the North-Eaft of 
his/Conrſe, aboutthe borders of the Eaſt and Weft 
Friezland,and nor far from Munjter. Which towne, 
was before the laſt long Truce, taken in by Spins/a, 
whereas it was before that time, a portion of the In- 
heritance of the Prince of 0r4»ge.But what is turther 
done,cither here,or hereabouts,wee cannot yet poſſt= 
bly have any intelligence. T be next that wee bane, 
we purpoſeto preſent you withall in oprnext conti. 
nuation. 

In the meane time,there are divers preparations of 
the D.of Brunſwicke, to tollow him,and of the Prince 
Henry of Naſſaw to ſuccour him,if nced be, and alſo 
we {hould impart Spinolees, Cordowars,and the Baron 
of Inholts preparations torelift tim ; but for that 


they are not yet ready, and would not come into this - 
little booke,we reſerue them to our next impreſſion,
